A VISIT TO THE CBIMINAL LUNATIO ASYLUM. 


We are all of us familiar with the verdicts, “ acquitted on the 
ground of insanity,” end the invariable sentence which follows on 
them, "to be imprisoned daring her Majesty's pleasure.” These 
two meagre scrape of information, if such they may be called, are 
generally all that the public learn concerning the career of criminal 
lunatics. What becomes of them afterwards— where they are im- 
prisoned, how they live and die, whether they become partially 
cured, or still more confirmed in their derangement, and add to their 
first crime by fresh в tempts upon the lives of their keepere—none 
but their own friends, if even they, ever know afterwards. ‘The 
oriminal lunatic—end by this term we mean to refer only to those of 
homicidal tendencies, persons never dangerous to themselves, but 
& ways so to others—is, when once acquitted of murder on the 
ground of insanity, as dead to the world as if the earth had already 
closed over him. For every other class of criminal there is some 
chance of ultimete reprieve; for these dan us madmen nono 
whatever. Two or three years ago there to be wards for these 
miserable homicides, men and women, in most of the county 
asylums, while very many, including Edward Oxford, who so near) 
killed the Queen, Masnaughten, who mu:dered Bir Robert Peel's 
secretary in Whitehall-place, and the Oaptain Johnston, 
who under such terrible circumstances killed all the crew of his ship, 
the Tory, were kept at ВзіШеһеш by a special arrangement with 
ihe Home-office. This system, however, was full of inconveniences, 
aud these inconveniences, becoming aggravated as every year 
added to the numbers of such prisoners, at last grew to such a 
height that the Government determined to baild one large asylum 
capable of holdiog all the lunatic murderers, men and women, 
of Great Britaia. 

This buildiog is the grest Broadmoor Asylum. It is distant 
about two miles from the Welling:on Oollege Station of the South- 
Eastern Railway, and, surrounded by pine woods, commands a mag- 
пійоерё prospect. The building, or rather series of distinct blocks 
of buildings which compose it are lofty and handsome, and, if as 
Sidney Smith said, the builder of а red brick house is a public 
benefactor, then, iadeed, the founders of Broadmoor deserve no 
ordinary meed of gratiiude, for a warmer or more comfortable- 
lookiag structure was never ereoted in a more wiid though beauti- 
fal si«astion. Every part of the buildings, and the long, steep, 
terraced slopes whioh lead down the hill ia front, and are to be 
hereafter used as gardens, ave surrounded with high walls, for the 
place, as might be expected from the character of its inmates, is 
not only an asylum, but, as it should be, а strong house of deten- 
tion also. Beyond these walls, whether sane or insane, the mur- 
derers once committed to Broadmoor never pass in life or death. In 
all that relates to diet, lodging, and every other comfo:t, they are 
treated with almost an exceas of озге. Taey сап soe their 
friends, can write to whom they please, can take what exeroise 
they like in the.spacions aiiiag grounds, can, in short, do anything 
bat pass the boundaries which shut them ia for ever from the 
world beyord. Within these they live and die, aud within 
these they are buried in the little cemetery attached 
to the asylum. It may at first seem hard that those 
who are restored to comparative sanity  sbould — still 
be condemned to the darkest aud most terrible of all 
dooms — that of perpetual incarceration in а madhouse 
with the worst elass of maniacs, those whose homi- 
cidal frenzies no discipline сап effectually oheok nor medical 
attendance entirely mitigate. Yet in reality this rule is a necessary 
even И а harsh oue. There are several now in Broadmoor who 
years ago were opiy saved by accident from cowpleting murder, 
and who afterwards passed two or three years iu luuatio asylums. 
‘There in course of time the quiet, healthy life, freedom from mental 
anxiety, and careful medical treatment, at lest succeeded in restor- 
ing them to apparent sanity, and they were set at еуі А Bat the 
mind which seemed sane in the quiet good order of a well-regulated 
asylum, end amid the more merked mental deraogemen's with 
whioh it was surrounded, soon lost ite feeble balence when re- 
tarned again to struggle with ell the nervous excitements of the 
world. Some such who have been ouce liberated are now at | 
Broadmoor—committed to its never-ending confinement, not for | 
having attempted, but this time for having completed, sometimes 
one, sometimes more murders under circumstances of peculiar 
cunning and premeditation. Some of these are still ss bad ss ever; 
some the quiet of the asylum and kindly care of Dr. Meyer have 
restored again to almost sanity for the second time. But the result 
will be the same in either case. Neither will ever more be trusted 
at liberty. A committal to Broadmoor for murderous madness is as 
final aa regards the chances of return to the world as death itself. 

It is time, however, te speak of the interior of Broadmoor and its 
inmates,—of those whom a naturally defective mental orgapizetion 
has brought to ite eternal seclusion, of those in whom morbid jeelousg, 
morbid love of notoriety, or morbid vanity—for all these causes эге 
1uflioient to overturn the weak balance of ill-reguleted mincs,—has 
at last brought to hopeléss insanity and detention. Broadmoor 
now contains nearly 500 inmates, about 400 men and fifty or sixty 
women. With а few rare exceptions, nearly all are homicides, and 
we ere probably within the mark when we say that the viotima of 
iheir united crimes would amount to nearly 1000. Here one may 
occasionally see & female croquet party on the lawn, the players ia 
which have been guilty in the aggregate ef thirty murders; or, on 
the men’s side, playing at bagatelle, a Не group, with esoh of 
whose crimes ail England at one time rung. Eutering one of the 
large blocke devoted to the men, the visitor passes at once to the 
sitting, dining, and recreation roome, which are all on the ground 
floor, the dormitories aud infirmaries being above. In the sitiing- 
room, which is nearly always full, the tirst thing wbioh strikes 
him on entrance is, as a rule, the criminal type of all the faces. 
Any who baye bən in the habit of visiting our great convict 
prisons know what wo mean by this expression. The low mental 
organization which one always finds sesociated with crime in the 
common run of criminale, the smali head, uarrow and receding fore 
head, and restless, furtive eyes, sre st Broadmoor intensified, and 
io most cates acoompanied with a weakly, undersized physical de- 
velopment. Small ill-formed heads, narrow shoulders, 
weak limbs, and shuffling hesitating gait, are the rule among them. 
These are the occupants of а “ block’ of a hundred, end ere wist 
they always call them:elves, “Her Mojesty'a pleasure people ; 
ibat is, people acquitted of murder on the ground of insanity, 
aud sentenced to imprisonment daring her Majesty's рәме 
Some sre reading, some are writing, some playing draughts, a "d 
shaubling to and fro in moody silence, like osged snims's ; 1 
some sit staring with blank intensity оров the opposite wall, from 
which they never move their eyes. Here comes one who was, 
when at large, more daugerous to her Majesty than Oxford him- 
self, hopelessly mad from a vain love of notoriety, which he thinks 
пе has attained, as the grand strat with which he enters the room 
hows clearly enough. ‘Che once terrible Captain Johnston is here 
now, cured to a mild and inofensive idiocy ; and here, too, is Mc- 

тъп еп, as really mad as when he killed poor Мг. Dranment. 
dere is в non-commissioned officer, whose murder of his wile an 
family some years ego shocked all England. His only anxiety 
now ig about his good conduct medal. Шеге, too, are 
several of whom we have siresdy alluded to as haviog 
cen in asylums before for attempted murder, who hsve 
oven discharged as cared, and having tuvu perpetrated murder 9а 
sight, have been committed to stay bere for evermore. As а rule, 
‘dure reading аге the halí-cured, aud ibese seldom spesk or are 
эроке to. ‘hose writing во intensely are generslly preparing in- 
lerminable memorials to the Homo Sceretary, or keeping the wen 
insano of diaries to show tie Commissioners iu Lunaoy as proi Ыш 
(heir cure and reasons for their dicharge. Tho madde st of all are 
those who beset Dr. Meyer and the governors with endless &rgu- 
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ments on the necessity of their being set at liberty at once. 
“Mark me,” says one most solemnly, “I hold you now respon- 
sible for my detention, for the jary themselves acquitted me” 
Гре seme individual, as a rea:ou for not going to church, said, 
“ Why, you see, I cannot; the presence of a sane man among these 
Juvatics always dietarbethem. I bave noticed i: myself, во for their 
sake I h-d better stay away.” This man is rather dangerous aud 
has в mmitted murder. Ав а rule, however, all iu thie block are 
barmless, though : ho prefixes which come attached to their chai ac- 
ters and dispositions are not at first sight calculated to convey this 
mild ішргевгіоо. Thus we find “ Г. M—— murdered his wife and 
two children; quiet, and very harmless. L F—, murdered wile, 
sister and child; obedient, quiet, and perfectly inoffensive” А few 
who are ваце during the greet г part of the year are subject to 
periodical returns "| iheir dengerous maladies. But of tbe symp- 
toms which е these outbreahe Dr. Meyer is always a careful 
observer, and the patients are in good time removed to the " strong 
block,” of which we shall have to speak tly. 

All ia this first ward, and im fact in all the wards, as far as it can

Ia the quiet wards the patiente have blunted 
knives and forks, just enough to keep up appearances and enable 
them to out aod eat their In the “strong block" the food 
is cut up and the ioma'es have only а smooth horn knife and gpoun 
with which to feed themselves. Yet in some few cases the 
labours of the lunatics caa b» utilized. Under the eye 
of vigilant attendants, & few are trusted to work in the garden. 
There із а cobbler's shop, in which every one at work, save the 
superintendent, has killed one or more people. You oan pase 
through a row of tailors, where all are quiet and busy, but where 
all have a history of crime—where the earnest-looking man in the 
midst, whose very apirit seeme absorbed in the movements of his 
sewing-machine, is among the vorst, «end, if mad crime is to be 
taken as a proof of danger, the must dangerous of all. Oatside are 
a small group of gardeners labouring with a minute labour of love 
upon the patch of ground committed to their care; and again you 
come upon в few patnters, with Ejward Oxford, now a fat, elderly 
man, at their bead, all busy, and Oxford himself carefully graiuing 
a door in beautifal style. Oxford has now perfectly recovere2 his 
sanity, and is the most orderly, most useful, and most trusted of all 
the inmates of Broadmoor. A small peouniary reward is given to 
those who labour well as an inducement to others to do likewise, 
and this money they are allowed to spend in avy harmless way 
they please. Out of his small earnings Oxford has between £50 
aud £60 carefully saved. 


BURGLARY WITH VIOLENOE. 

Gxoscg GRANT, aged twenty-eight, and Joseph Northgate, aged 
twenty-four, labourers, who refused their addresses, but who are 
stated to be well-known to the police at tbe East-end, were charged 
before Lord Dufferin, and other justice of the for Middlesex, 
with burglarieusly breaking and entering the d welling-house of Mr. 
William Peter Bodkin, J.P , and stealing jewellery, money, & time- 
piece, wearing apparel, and other property. They were farther 
Charged with violeatly asssulting Police-constableg Бойу, 503 B, 
and Olark, 433 B, in the execution of their duty, with iotent to do 
them grievous bodily harm. It appeared that on the 15:h instant, 
between the hours of three and four ia the morning, two constables 
named Roffey and Clark went to visit the grounds of Mr. H. Bodkin, 
the Assietant-Judge at the Middlesex Sessions, to see if all was 
right. Hearing э noise proceeding from the house of Mr. Bodkin’s 
воп, they went quictly across the grass, and in а summer-house 
found a large quantity of property, aud on going to the front of the 
dwelling-house they found ail the windows in the parlour and the 
drawing-room open.  Polioeconsteble К: еу remained at 
the drawing-room window, and Police-constable Clark went 
to the front door and rang the bell, and immediately after- 
wards three men rusbed out of the drawing-room window, 
armed, one with a poker, one with the tongs, and one 
with s fire-shovel. One of them said to the other, Smash tue 
-—, there is only oae." Police-consteble Roffey knocked one 
down With his fist, bat was immediately struck down by the man 
who hed the fire-shovel, whioh was broken by the blow received 
by the police-coneteble across his left arm. The three meu ran 
away across the lawn, followed by the police-constable, aad afier a 
severe struggle the two prisoners were secured and charged at 
Highgate station, the third man baving escaped It was then found 
that the other cousteb!e’s hand was much injured Both of them 
were rendered uufit for duty foc some time T'he premises were 
then examined by inspector O'Lcghlep, B division, and Inspec'or 
Fidge, A division, &nd it was discovered that the thieves had got 
into the house by gettlog imto the kitchen garden, thence across the 
Jawa, end then entered by paehiug back the catch of the parlour 
windows. Un the ground fuer they could not get out of the rooms 
into any other part of the house, as the doors were ssoured by а 
meohbauical contrivance of Me. Bodkin. From inquiries afterwards 
made it was suspected that the prisoners had been ongeged in 
another burglary, wich bad been committed at the house of Mr. 
Btraney, 9, Holly-terrace, Wost-hill, Highgate. The thieves in that 
oaso Went sorote some D @tounds and entered the house by 
the kitchen window аё the back. A cash-box, some plate, and other 
articles were stolen. On Ieepeotors O'Loghlen and Fidge, socom- 
panied by -ergeant Aylett, of the 8 division, taking off the pri- 
восег'е shoes and comparing them with some footmarks in the 
garden, found them to correspond, as did &l«o some marks on the 
cash-box with а jemmy. When tho prisoners were searched, the

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ATH OF А MisER —An old men, seventy years of named 
Jobs Foster, and who had followed the oocupation of “Til sticker 
in Woolwich, died — at the Green wich Union, whither he 
had been conveyed siok and deetitate the night previously. Daring 
the last few years the deceased was appare ntly subject to the 
greatest poverty, sud the room he occupied presented à wretohed 
wud dirty &ppoaranoa. Oa Mr. Wates, the rclieviug cffio-r, remov- 
ing some articles which bad served tbe old man as s bed he found & 
psroel ticd up ша handkerchief, aud weighty, and on a closer 
upeotion several packets of sovereigns and half-sovereigns, amount- 
ing to £60, were found sewed up iu an old stocking.

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WOKING NECROPOLIB. 


Some twenty-odd miles {гош {һө metropolis, ia a weet-souther]y 
direction, will be found a vast, wide-atretching tract of land— 
green, purple, and ablaze with the rich bues of besther and the 
golden gorse, and known popularly as Wokiug Common. The 
Onest common lands in the world are found around London, and 
this is among the finest. Looking st the map, with its “twenty 
mile radius" from the metropolis, and observing how every epot 
touching the circumference is built upon, biseoted, or impinged on 
by roadways—by a towusbip, or hemlet, or a portion of farm- 
lands—the isolation of this particular spot ia remarkable. By train 
from the Waterloo Station, or by “special” train belonging ex- 
pressly to the Necropolis Company, which startą from the West- 
minater-ioad, the intervening and picturesque distance is speedil 
traversed, and the train enters into enclosed unde, and whic 
has an air of elevation and altitude— with an expanse of sky 
overhead—such а rich atmospheric purity—such vivifying and re- 
freshing breezes blowing over the whole expanse—as [^ ie not often 
the privilege of the Londoner to experience. It ів а positive en- 
oyment to breathe that air, laden with its rich, fresh, beathery per- 
ume. It is delicious to inhale that odorous, delightfully pungent 
earthly aroma; and the first, lest, and only impression upon the 
mind immediately is, that nowhere within reach of the capital could 
во fitting and so fine а space have been selected for the perform- 
anos l ihe last grateful and tender offices which are due to the de- 


One is arrested by the sppropriate silence, &olitnde, and space 
belonging to it as by а vatural prerogative, as by prescriptive 
right We were struck by a simplicity of detail, as well as a har- 
mony of arrangement, that merge into somethivg little short of the 
Subirme, when the cause and the effect are found to blend togetber 
—when the mate appeals of the tranquil sleepers are found to reach 
the heart, and the tenderer emo!ious, thus awakened, are felt to re- 
apond to them. What is regarded at times with horror, not an- 
mixed with lathing—if we recur to the past conditions of intra- 
mural burial —beoomes, with such exterior influences, a genial 
monition. А sensation of а truly religious cast, fer lofiüer even 
than that formed by words, canons, or li urgy, is awakened and 
aroused. 

One wanders among the oultivated poriions of the grounds on 
the several seasons, among beds of fuchsias, oalceolerias, dahlias, 
geraniums, shrubs and plants, laurels and myrtles, cypress and 
drooping willow, which have thriven there with the happiest suo- 
cess, dazzled by the floral splendours of both divisions, whioh are 
ag centres to the whole. The most exacting observer must admit 
that they do the highest credit to tbe taste and industry having 
charge over them. The landscape is unusually effective in its 
breadth aud extent, as it is beautiful in its undulations and richness 
of verdure. ‘Cho far-off woodlands are like a glimpse of that 
found in * Rubeus’ Cbatean," which is one of the glories of the 
National Gallery. The hills fringing the distance, and forming 
the horizon, with their perspective, their inequality, their rich 
and vivid green, having so many ehades, reíresh aud gladden the 


eye. 

"The pretty station, with its waiting-rocms for the “quick” as 
well as the dead, where the one can refresh snd the other wait a 
while, attracts attention first. 

Standing on а slight elevation, crowned by a little rustic churcb, 
whose орев porches show very attractive proep:cte, and whose 
style із as primitive as pretty, the eye wanders round the extreme 
apace of the Necropolis—a spaca so extensive, however, that its 
boundary is very often lost. Northward aod westward lie the 
ridges of the Ohobham and the Frimley hills. Southward is the 
Black Hill range, and immediately below are the church tower, 
trees, farmsteads, and gables of the village of South Pirbright, to 
which а road leading from somewhere across the lazy windings of 
Godalmiog Canal tends, and divides the grounds of the Neoropolis 
isto two parte. Eastward and southward these are lost in the dis- 
tance; bat still beyond is seen а green lofty ridge called the Hog's 
Back, crowned by the ruins of St. Martha's Obapel, beneath and be- 
yond which nestles Dorking, faued for picturesque rusticity. 
North ward lies tne line of railway, the winding canal passin: b 
grassy meads, or mesudering among drooping willows and ben: 
hanging woods. The Common then merges into Bagshot Heath, 
and then is seen ro more. 

The ground ie of в trapezoidal form, aud divides the larger con- 
secrated from the smaller unconsecrated portion. The stations, and 
the little churches, girdled by their gay and blooming parterres, be- 
longing to these divisious respectively, are facaimilies of each other, 
and are exoeediugly picturesque and attractive. 

Four hundred acres, baving perfect ease of access— plan'ed, cul- 
tivated, snd lying in а position "singularly retired"—offer to the 
teemiug population of this great oity the opportunity of doing а 
real homage to departed friends and relstives which the common 
sense of the age ie not slow to appreciate and adopt. 

Have you not all been shocked—hee not the stoatest soul shrank 
shuddering from the aspect of death, becanse of fta foul and noisome 
associations with the pauper’s graveyard, or the city charnel? 
This demoralizing, thie uvchristian and inhuman state of things, 
must have tainted us to the core, more or less, and зо far accus- 
tomed us éo the filthy diehonours of buriel in the midet of cities, 
that the lest sublime and startling exodus we know of in this life 
—the solemnity of death itself—hss become merely а sickenip 
horror, and those we have laid down lovingly we have quit 
with lonthing, because of the unutterable ocrruption thet rose in 
pestilont miaszá, Siling the air with taint and plague. В 

From the grave-yarde of London and ite 
vicinity, therefore, the change to space, breathing-room, open air— 
a girdle of vivid verdure and green bilis, isstead of grim gratings, 


sordid walls, and diogy brick—becomes something gratéíul, and 
takes upon it even the aspect of the beautiful.

According to Eastern usage, the progress of the mandarin is not 
accomplished without great noise and ostentation. A crowd of 
yellow “retainers ” lead the procession, some shonting the virtues 
of their master into the dull and vulgar ear, others impressing 
his importance on the rabble by rattling bamboo-sticks about the 
heads of those who dare to approach the great msn’s path too 
nearly. An important member of the cortege carries а ricbly-illu- 
minated scroll, on which is inscribed the name, тарк, &0, of the 
mandarin, his master. This scroll, which so far represents the 
visiting card of Western life, is so far superior to it that it also 
contains the purport of the visit. This the bearer d-livers to tbe 
person visited; and is received with more or less respect according 
to the relative rank of the parties. Tbe host comes to the gate, or 
the visitor is borne in without farther eeremony. And thie is the 
way in which great men visit in China 

THE PUNISHMENT OF THE CANGUE. 

On oze account, at least, the Ohinese have little reason to twit 
the onter world with its barbarity. The punishments permitted 
by their laws, or authorised by neage and the mandarins, are the 
moat exquisitely cruel in all the known universe. To be fried in a 
cage, day after day, under a sun of which we have scarcely a con- 
ception, even in the d:g-days—to be leisurely skinned alive—to 
be disembowelled—to b^ starved during а series of daily decreasing 
rations—to have their flesh carved from their bones ір little pieces 
—is the common lot of the malefactor and the rebellious. The

Admiral Porter formed hie fleet into а line of battle at deybreak, 
and poured & tremendous fire проп the fort for the whole day, in- 
flicting no perceotible damage. Н» continued the attack on Sunday 
(Obristmas Day), while the co-operating force of Butler, under 
General Weitzel, was landed above the fort. A reconnaissance of 
the rear of the works was made during the night, and from the 
knowledge gained, Butler aud Weitzel decided that it was impreg- 
nable except by protracted siege operations, which were impraoii- 
cable, owing to the diffioulty of landing the troops in tbe high sea 
prevailing, and to the repid approach of & heavy Confederate torce 
from Wilmington. The troops were consequently 1e-embarked, 
re returned to Fortress нега.

A GALLANT EXPLOIT. 
A LETTER from Portsmouth of Bunday last has the following :— 
* During the whole of Friday night and the greater part of Satur- 
day, the Isle of Wight, Spithead, and the adjacent country and the 
Channel were swept by the most violent hurricane that has been 
experienced in this part for some considerable time. The wind 
during this time ranged between B 8.W. and about W. by N., and 
in the squalls, which parsed over with remarkable suddenness and 
rapidity, the ses wherever in view was ‘feather-white,’ as seamen 
say, with the crests of the foaming waves blown away in misty sea- 
drift to leeward. On Saturday morning two barks were observed 
from Portsmouth ramparts snobored in a not very safe position, 
about eleven or twelve miles E.8 E. of the hsrbour, as near as could 
be distinguished between the Desntail buoy and the Bullock shoal 
buoy. It was impossible, however, owing to the state of the weather, 
to hold any communication with them, nor even with the con- 
tractors’ ing for the erection of the fort foundations on the 
Noman Shoal, where some thirty men were known to be, without 
food for the day. These, however, proved to be minor matters, no 
life being in immediate apparent danger ; but about eleven a m. mes- 
sengers arrived in Portsmouth from Fort Oumberland and the 
Coastguard at the entrance to Langaton Harbour requesting inme- 
diate assistance for а schooner which had gone ashore on the

dangerous shingle banks at the ерігагое to Langston Harbour 
known ae tho * Woolstenore' The Oomet, Government steam- 
tug, with a lifeboat in tow, in charge of а Government Trinity 
pilot (W. Main), was sent out to afford assistance, bat she could 
only approach within some 5000 yards of the wrecked vessel, 
which could be seen, with her orew in the rigging (her hull just be- 
low water and her masts standiog), in the very midst of the 
seething breakers, which rose in high sheets of white foam over the 
bard sand and shingle of the * Кеө! Winner, ae marked in the 
Admiralty charts, and forming a portion of the shoals referred to as 
the Woolstenors. No boat, excepting & lifeboat, specially built for 
service ia gales of wind on shallow waters, could possibly have 
floated over the ehallows intervening betwen the Comet and the 
stranded schooner, and the steamer had to return to Portsmouth 
harbour, and leave the men in the schooner's rigging to their fate. 
There was no possible help for this. The steamer herself could 
not approsch the wreck sny nearer, owing to the shallowness of 
the уг: ter, and the lifeboat she had brought with her could not have 
lived to reach the wreck through the sea then runing over the shoals. 
The crew of а stranded vessel clinging to her rigging, and in denger 
of being swept icto eternityevery moment by the seas which con- 
tinuallyjbrokeoverthem, were thus reluctantly abandoned totheir fate, 
and all the resources of Portsmouth dockyard were unable to render 
them any assistance. Fortunately, however, Fort Oumberland, the 
head-quarters of the Royal Marine Artillery, stande at the entrance 
of the harbour of Langston, and from this fort the schooner had 
been watched from the time she firat approached the dangerous 
shoals, aud on her etriking & resolve was made to attempt the 
rescue of her crew. A large ten-oared cutter is kept at the fort for 
the purpose of fixing the targets on the shoals out seaward for 
practice from the guns at the fort. The schooner, afterwards found 
to be the Ocean, of Plymouth, with pottery clay, from Charleston 
(Oornwall), for Sunderland, was driven ip shore and embsyed by 
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(fee page 590 ) 


the force of the wind and heavy seas, and in attempting to tack 
when close in upon the shoals, at about half-past ten on Saturdsy 
morning, ber heel caught the outer edge of the ehoal and caused 
ber to miss stays. The crew let go both anchors immediately, but 
the vessel bumped heavily on the shoal and filled, and the crew 
were driven to the rigging for safety. At first five figures could be 
seen in the rigging, but soon afterwards only three could be made 
out, and these it was evident must be rescued soon if their lives were 
to be saved. The cutter belonging to the fort was therefore under 
the directions and personal superintendence of Major Festin, R M.A., 
taken across theentrance of Langston barbour to the Hayling Island 
shore, and was there manied by the island fishermen (volunteers). 
The boat was launched as quickly as possible, Major Festin taking 
the helm, and after waiting some litile time to allow the ebb tide to 
run cut its greatest strength, the boat's head was laid for the schooner, 
and the men bent luatily to their oars. 1t was a matter of life or 
death to all those in the boat, ss it was to the expectant men in the 
unfortunate schooner’s rigging; and when the boat got at length 
fairly in among the breakers and close to the schooner, & minute, or 
may be longer, passed, during which the watchers on shore ape am 
all had gone together—the boat, vessel, and their crews—all being 
hid in the blinding grey whirl that sprung up from the broken 
water. Immediately afterwards, however, the cutter with her gal- 
lant crew was seen leaving the wreck,and in afew minutes more 
she was high and dry on Hayling Island beach, with the master, 
mate, and one man, part of the m Bum orew, safe on board. The 
remainder of the crew, one man and a boy, were washed overboard 
and drowned before help could reach them."

The quartermester-geners! hag been nearly double his allotted time 
in office, for some reason we know not of; and опе of the deputy 
adjutant-gonersis has held his place for about sight also upon 
inexplicable grounds. Bat it is sunounced that the former is at 
last to leave, and though not announced dt must bedn season and 


justice assumed that the latter will also make way for & successor, 
if, indeed, it should tarn out that there is any occasion for continuing 
the place at all. The inspector-general of cavalry retires. The 
commands of the northern, western, and south-western districts 
all fall vacant. The Aldershott command end all the infantry 
brigades in that camp of instruotion are also vacated. In Ireland 
the command of the troops, the Dablia and Cork districts, with 
one or two other staff appointments, have to bs filled up. In the 
colonies, the chief command in Oanada, the military poet of governor 
of Gibraltar, and the command in Ceylon, will be transferred фо 
other hands. From this formidable list it may be seen that these 
must exist е very considerable amount of excitement among ¢he 
members of the military profession, which supplies the candidates 
for these appointments. There is naturally greet interest memi- 
fested by those who, being outside the army, can have по perasgal 
object in the matter, but who look with anxiety, on ре grounds, 
to the way in which the authorities are likely to bute posts 
having such an important influence upon the efficianoy of the army, 
and upon the proper filling of which the public interests may be 
affected, no one cat say to how vital an extent, We believe that, 
so far ва tho arrangements are known, they bavegiven satisfaction. 
For most of the vacancies, men of undoubted and well-tried abllity 
have been chosen, snd it cannot besaid of ove of them that repotism 
has been at the bottom of the selection. There is ecarcoly an appoint- 
ment abrosd which msy prove of greater consequence than the 
Oanada command; end the officer who ig to fill it, Bir John Michel, 
has earned the thorough respect and confidence of the army 
by the manner in which be has disobarged responsible duties 
under trying circumstances, at the Cape, in India, and in 
China successively. To the chief India command it is under- 
stood that Bir William Mansfield succeeds. He is а politician 
as well as a soldier, and has fought to school himself in atatesman- 
ship as well as in more purcly military duties. That he unao 

countably violated the Jaw in the case of the Mhow court-martial 
is unfortunately a matter of record. But as on that occasion his 
general bigh reputation saved him from official censure, so it would 
be unfortunate now if the recollection of this one error were to de- 
prive him of an advancement to a post for which he possesses raro 
fitness. A gallant and very able soldier of the old Indian army, Bir 
Robert Napier, is understood to be designated for the Bombay com- 
mand, while it is believed that Sir Hugh Rose, who is on the eve 
of retirement from the highest military post in Indis, їп which he 
bas left many enduring monuments of his wisdom and vigour, will 
take the command of tho troops in Ireland. Lord William Paulet, 
whose administrative capacity is said to have been well proved 
during the Orimean war, and who was bsfore known as an excel- 
lent regimental officer, will now have an opportunity of exhibiting 
these good qualities in the important post of adjatent-general i 
while another favourite general, Sir Hope Grant, is likely to become 
quartermaster-general, with Colonel Wetherall, one of the most 
accomplished officers of the army, as his deputy.

Even the ravages of the tempest which has just swept over this 
island cannot eclipse the horrors of the catastrophe reported from 
Edioburgh. A conflagration is always an appalling event, but in 
this instance the disaster was signalized by an accumulation of 
calamities almost without precedent. A popular performance had 
been announced for the evening at the Theatre Royal, end work- 
men were engsged in the usual preparations, when, about four 
o'clock in the afternoon, the scenery caught fire. It providentially 
happened that the occurrence was observed and the alarm instantly 
given ; otherwise, so furious and rapid were the flames that pro- 
bably not & creature in the building would have escaped with life: 
The attendent charged with the management of the gas had just 
been lighting the lamps arranged for the illumination of the stage, 
when he saw the drapery at the top of the scene-shifts burat into & 
blaze. So inetantanaous was the spread of the fire that he could 
not tear the piece down at once, but hastily ealled to his sid the 
carpenter asd the fireman. These men began at once to cut 
away the acenes end borders, but the flames were too quick for 
them, and they tried the engine. Before the engine, how- 
ever, could be brought into play the smoke had acou- 
mulated in volumes so dense that the fireman was over- 
powered by the vapour and dropped down at his post. The others 
ran to bis гевопе, and the few minutes thus gained by the firo 
sufficed to complete iis mastery. Although, therefore, the very 
first spark of the confisgration hed been observed, and although 
the төгу officers whose presence wag gest valusble were on the 
spot to extingsieh it, the 8ге could mgt Фу checked, and it seems 
thet searosly ten minutes elapsed before sii the people in the build- 
ing were runnieg for their lives.

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FEARFUL SHIPWREOK AND LOSS OF LIFE 


Ox Baturday night at Liverpool the wind blew a heavy gale, and 
the hiver Mersey was very rough. At noon tho blockade-runner 
Lelia, which only made her trial trip a few daya ago, left the Mersey 
on a voyage to Nassau 
tain Skinner, and bad a crew of abont thirty hands. Bha вап 
by Messrs Miller, of Liverpool and ber engines were by Messrs 
Fawcett, Preston, and Oo. She was of 1,100 tons burden, aud of 
very light draught, and was probably the finest blockade-ronner that 
bas left this port She appears to have proceeded safely unti! she 
srrived іо the vicinity of the North West Lizbtehip, when а heavy

The ne wa of this melancholy disaster was brought to Liverpool 
shortly before noon by Cep'ain Perry, of the stsam-tug Blazer 
which, while passing the lightship early iu the morning, was hailed 
by the master to take the twelve men off the lightship, but was 
unable to do so in consequence of the heavy sea The captain, 
however, made all haste to the Prinos’s landing-stage, and com- 
municated with Oaptein Thorpe. The No. 1 Liverpool lifeboat 
was at once launched, manned by eleven men, and proceeded in tow 
of the Blazer for the purpose of brioging off the men of the lost 
sbip All went right until they were halfway between the Fair- 
way buoy and the lightehip, when а heavy 
and capsized it. The eleven men were instantly thrown into the 
water. The tug reverged engines, threw out ropes to th» drown- 
ing men, and succeded iu rescuing fonr of them, ioclading the

Un Monday morning, shortly after seven o'clock, the steam-tug 
Royal Arch, Oaptain Davis, l-ft the river for the purpose of pro 
ceeding tothe North-west Light Ship, to take off the survivors 
When within four miles of the light ship, however, Oap'ain Davis 
spoke a tug which was steaming to Liverpool, and which turned 
out to ba the Slasher, belonging tothe Old Tag Oompsny From 
her captain ho learned that the wnole of the survivors of the Lelia 
were on board that steamer, end various inquiries were made by the 
py on board of the Royal Arch as to the fate of many of their 
riends. Among the gentlemen who left the river in the last-men- 
tioned tug wire Mr. Н and Mr. Е. Miller, sons of Mr. Thomas 
Miller, by whow the Lelia was built, Mr M Keveriog, timber mer- 
chant, who is related to that family by marriage, and Csptain 
Dugaid, also a relative of the Miller family. After severa! in- 
quiries were made, Captain Dagaid asked the captaia of ihe Slasher 
if Mr Miller and the pilot were on board, aud on being replied in 


the negative, be asked if avuything had been heard of them. The | 


only answer he received was by one of the survivors of tbe wreck 
significantly pointing his bands in the direc:ion of the waves, 
which motion carried with it desolation to the hraris of 
the four geatlemen  slroady particalariced. After some 
little difficulty the Loyal Arch went aloogside the Slasher, 
and received the whole of the crew who had been saved from the 
Lelia, twelve in number. They are universal in their approbation 
of Mr. Miller's condac’, which throughout was heroi» in the ex- 
treme. One of the eucvivors, with much emotion, said he would 
have sacrifi»ed his own life to have saved that gentleman or Captaia 
Skiuner, for, acoordiug to his own words, "be could be better 
apsred thau either of them" Oap'ain Bkioners name appears 
awong the list of those who are drowned, and we regret to add that 
he leaves a wife and six children to lament their lose. Mr. Miller 
also leaves a wife aad family. There were abont six or eight pas- 
seng:ra on board, all of wh m aro los, including Osptain Arthur 
Biuclair, of tho Confedera'e States army. 

The folo wivg account, gathered by our reporter from the sur- 
vivors, will be read with interest: The Lelia Je't the Mersey at 
eight o'clock on een | morning. Tho wind was blowing a gale 
from the vorth- west, and а tremendous аса was ranning so heavily 
that the steamer wae slowed for the purpose if taking the avchors in, 
for feer they would be lost. When the acchors were got on board 
the Lelia shipped a heavy sea, which knocked the pea of oue of the 
arms of the anchora through tho deck. The iron covering of a 
small scuttle in the forepart of the vessel wes then washed away, 
and the Lelia shipped a succession of seas which soon filled 
the foremost part of the vesel. Two men, named Brodey 
aud Curry, were steering at tho time, and in а few 
minutes they discovered tha: tho steamer woul! not answer her 
helm. They then told the pilot that they thought the vessel was 
filing with water, and ordere were given to have her speed atill 
furtber elackened for the purpose of discovering, if possible, where 
the water waegettiogin. ‘I'bis they were пове to do, as the decks 
were flooded, and presently enother sea broke over her, smashing 
the forward hatches; another sea lifted the anchor from the portion 
of the deck in which it was embedded, and again sent the pea 
through with tremendous forcs. Attempts were then made to 
change the on of the steamer, for the purpose of running her 
back, bat velused to enswer her helm At this time she was 
abou: six mileg west of the North-west Light Ship. She came up 
to the ses sad ley a helpless body. She rapidly filled with water, 
and іа & very few minutes ber forward compartments had sunk, 
and her stern was railed higher out of the water. Orders were then 
given for her boats, four in number, to be lowered. Captain Sin- 
clair, tho two pilots, and several of the passengers got into the 
first boat, which was almost immediately swamped, and the whole 
of her crew were lost The port quarter boat was next lowered in 
the waist, and was filled by twelve of the crew. Amongst the crew 
in the boat was the steward, who fell overboard snd after 
some difficulty was rescued by his comrades. This was lowered

WREOK IN ST. IVES BAY.—ALL HAND3 LOS3T. 

Ar Bt. Ives the fury of the recet gale was such as to make it 
one of the beavirst recorded in convexion with that port; and it 
was the caose of a very serious casualty, a vessel, with her crew of 
five, having been wrecked while endeavouring to make Hayle har- 
bour for shelter. She was а sloop, named the Henrietta, and about 
five o'clock on Friday week lett Bt. Ives Pier (where she was in 
considerabl» danger from the heavy weather) for Hayle. Sho 
crowed Haylie Bar in safety in balf-av-hour, there being plenty of 
water and tue wind fsir from the WNW; but after the passage 
was ¢ flected it became necessary t» alter her course more to the 
westward, in order that she might take the main channel. Unfor- 
tunately the pilot, Jancs Hart, had, it is presumed from an 
over-confident reliance on his acquaiotance with the navi- 
gation of the river, omitted to have any after canvas set. The 
result was that the sloop would not aoswer her Бејт, aud 
drove on the lea shore, oppəsit> Barrel Point. The main- 
sail was then hoisted, but it was about high water at the time 
and the crew could not get her off. They were heard t» cry for 
a»sistance; but no ordinary boat could live in the heavy sea that 
was running, avd it soon became go dark that the rendering of 
assistance became impossible А Oosst-guardeman saw her strike 
and almost immediately fall over on her side, the following seas 
splitting her open from stem tostern. The collec’ors of custome 
aud other officers of that department visited the place where the 
vessel had been stranded immediately on reosiviog information 
(about half. past віх), but by that time she had broken up, and the 
fragmenta drifted ou to the beach. Every possible search was made 
for the crew, but nothing of them bas been seen, end it is supposed 
that they were carried away by the ebb. From the circumstance 
that boots and other articles of clothing were found lashed to the 
rigging it is conjectared that they had stripped themselves, and, as 
a last resource, made the hopeless endeavour to swim ashore. The 
life of the mate of the Henrietta was preserved in а singular way. 
Being too drunk to do his duty he was not allowed to come on 
board, but was left at Bt. Ives. Had he been at his post he must 
have shared tbe sad fate of his comrades.

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THE TOTAL DESTRUCTION RY FIRE OF THE 
THEATRE ROYAL, EDINBURGA. — 1088 OF BIX 


LIVES. 
[From the Scotsman of Saturday. | 


For very many years no fire so terrible in ite incidents and results 
as thet which yesterday destroyed the Theatre Royal has occurred 
1n elei whether as regards the swiftness, extent, sud com- 
pleteness of the catastrophe, or the deplorable consequenses to 
human life with which it has been attended. Buildings devoted to 
‘theatrical purposes are ao liable to destruction by the element with 
which those who condact them are cons to produce their 
most popular effects, that, when a theatre is burned, the feeling is 
less one of surprise than of thankfulness that the calamity did not 
fall upom a house crowded with happy hundreds. hen the 
Mem once осопріей the very ground that yesterday's fire 
has left covered by a huge and shapeless mass of charred and 
smoking rain—was burned, eleven years ago, the theatre was 
empty, and no injury to life took place; and we cannot bat con- 
sider it matter for more than simple satisfaction—for — Ta- 
‘tiinde—that the fire of yesterday did not break out two or three 
‘hours later. What would have been the effect of a mere alarm of 
fire in a thestre filled, as it is nightly filled at this season, with a 
crowd in which the most feeble and the most timid are in the great 
majority, it is terrible to fancy; and how intense wouid have been 
the horror, and how the mourning, bad the slarm been 
merely the prelude to the awfal conflagration witnessed yesterday. 
There is, sven as it is, Joss enough of valusble lives to deplore; but 
while lamenting that во many brave men have fallen in в fight that 
Goes equa! honoar to their humanity and their courage, it is well 
thet we should be grateful for the iafinitely more fearful danger and 
a@uffering escaped. 

‘The swiftness of the progress of the fire would be incredible, but 
‘that it may almost be considered ihe rule in events of the kind At 
halí-psst three in the afternoon, men who quitted their work behind 
the scones—haviag completed in their several riments the 
atrengements for the evening's pantomine—sa w and felt no evidence

the “ Streets of London," which only the other week was presented 
within the bailding. The upper windows of the houses immediately 
сатма the theatre on the west, as well as of those on the other 
side of Little King-strest, were ht with flame—not reflected, 
but caught, from the raging sea of opposite and below. Win- 
dow-saehes, slates, fragments of masonry and carpenter work, and 
all the dismal debris of euch a fiery storm, fell on the ground from 
the blasing building; while the pavement and street below the 
barniog dwelling-houses were made very dangerous by the fall of 
glass aud slates, and the frantic aud heediess casting-over of articles 
of farniture by the inbabitents of the storeys threatened with de- 
struction. The immense crowds that speedily gathered—and whom 
it was almost impossible for the police, with the utmost energy and 
the best management, to keep from incurring dagor to themselves, 
or impeding the operations of the firemen—added, by their shouts 
and ores, and the indescribable buzz of anxious intereat so natu: 
to the occasion, to the excitement and confusion; and the reflection 
of flames from the windows of the houses st safe distance, as the 
twilight deepened, threw back the thoughts of the spectators with 
anxiety and even awe to ths fearfal centre and cause of the whole 
inreneely exciting soene. 

The fearless and skiifal exertions of the firemen were not long in 
removing the danger of destruction which so nearly threatened the 
buildings on the south side of the theatre; bat on the north side 
new dangers presented themselves The long north wall, left 
almost without стн, began to lean outward, and to menace with 
rain Bt. Mary's Catholio Ohapel, immediately beyond А tall and 
heavy obimney-stack sbout the middle of the wall, which had 
gradually leaned more and more from the perpendicular, fell, в 
little after five o'olook, with а loud dull crash, on the roof of а little 
oratory or side-chape!, which projected from the south side of the 
main edifioe. The little building was crushed like an egg; two fire- 
men were caught in the ruin before they had time to run, at the 
alarm, into safety; aud а number of others, firemen, priests, &»,

These " border " lights, which are intended 
to cast & powerful! reflection on the stage, are generally № up before 
the men go to tea; and it appears that yesterday afternoon Oamey 
commenced to do this а little earlier than usual, in consequence of 
last night being intended to be what js called a *'juveniie night,” 
when the pantomime precedes the other entertainments. He had 
lit up the second row of border lights all right, and was lighting 
up the first, when the border accidentally caught fire—an cocar- 
rence which is said to have happened on former occasions without 
serious consequences, the border having been torn away iz time to 
prevent the fire spreading. On this ocossion, however, the flames 
Spread so rapidly that the man wes unable to get the border down 
in time, and he rushed along the “ files,” or wooden stages upon 
which the men walk when regulating the scenery, and called to 
his assistance the head carpenter, Stewart, an assistant named 
Glen, and Syme, ihe fireman. The men had been sdjesing 
the scenes for the pantomime when tho alarm was given, aud they 
at once ran to use every ble means, by cutting down the 
borders and backing away the side scenes, to кее! the fire gain- 
ing too great а mastery in the “ files," which become ignited. 
Syme, the most experienced of the men, tried to adjust the hose, iu 
order to put ont the fire by means of the tiful supply of water 
which is kept in tanks and pails in iness for such an emer- 
gency. While thus engaged with the hose, Syme wae ucforta- 
ly overcome by the dense smoke, and the other men тап to 
resone him. Meanwhile the flames spread with almost incredible 
mer р the scenes, on aooount of the oils and tines 
applied to the canvas by the brash of the painter, were in «few 
minutes wrapped in в sheet of flame; the wooden “ grooves" and 
stagings aloft quickly caught the flames, and the fire was speedily 
roaring to the roof, fed by the draughts which invariably pervade 
theatres.

Tar above engraving represents the printing machine of the 
Psexy ILLUSTRATED #никит News In tbe left band bottom 
compartment will be seen the “formes,” as they are technically 
termed, of the paper—that is, the types and blocks of illustrations. 
These have been “locked up” tightly in their “chases”-—iron squares 
atout three quarters of an inch thick. Two of these pages spresd 
out would represent the size of these “ohsses,” and wh ille the sheet 
is goivg through the mschice tho margin of these peges would 
ome exactly over these iron cheses, and which, being lower than 
the height of the type, consequently leave no impression.

On being 
taken ‹ and relaxed by the “drop-bar,” the aheets are taken on 
E the tapes, under the cylinders, where they receive the impres- 

sion of tho (ypes and illustrations, and ere then carried on, snd again 
over the h of the “ feeders,” to be “ taken off,” already printed, 
by other men. 

The number printed per hour by this machine ів from 1 500 to 
2000. Illustrations cannot be printed at so repid & rate as types 
alone, as more care has to be exorcised in the printing. 

On our establishment there are ten of these machines almost 
constantly at work. They are not, however, all of the same con- 
struction. In somethe “feeders” are above those “taking off.” 
Oar largest machines are celled “eight feeders.” Bomo are “ four 
feeders,” while the above is only a “ two feeder.” 

We have simplified ovr description as much аз pessible; but a 
glance at the machine when in ac'ual working would give a greater 
insight into “ the art” than colamas of writing could ехр:евв.

GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR TBE WEEK. 

Frowsr Gaapex — Finish up all arreare of winter work in order 
to be prepared for the spri: g. Let all beds intended for bedding- 
out plants be deeply dog, end manured with leaf mould in preference 
to duog. Tara over the soil intended for carnations plootoes ; 
give the young plante pleuty of air, and keep them clean and 
moderately dry. Protect hyacinths in severe weather by turning a 
pot over them. Prep»re the soil, and keep dry, for the potting of 
pansies early in February, and protect seedlings by pressing the 
earth firmiy round tbeir roots. Plant roses in mild weather. Bee 
that the stems of polyanthaees sre rot exposed. Place sendy peat 
or light soil over the risieg cones of (цір, аз a proteoticn to severe 
weather. 

KrcüxkN GARDEN —Pro'ect pees and beats that have mado their 
appearance above ground hy dressing the soil gently over them, or 
stick small bunches of fir or evergreens оп cach side of tha rows. 

Prepare fraiting beds for cucambers. Sow cauliflowers, cabbage, 
lettace, &c., ia boxes. Cabbage forward enough may be taken up 
and planted clore together in a correr, keeping the ground well 
stirred between growing crops. ‘The more light and loose the sur- 
face of the ground the less will the frost penetrate. Prepare and 
protect asparagus beda. Thin out cairots end radishes in the hot- 
bed. Plant early sorts of potatoes if they show ару appearance of 
sprouting. 

Frorr GarpEN.—Con.icue proving and nailing wall trees. 
Destroy moss by a mixtare of quicklime, воо, aad sulphur, about 
the consistency of paint. This, laid on with a small brush, or, 


afier syringing or wet, if tho tress are dusted with quicklime in a 
state of powder, will prove an effectual remedy.

Mrs. Knight was delivered of three children, the 
two deceased and another girl ‘hey were fine 
children, but there was no doctor or mid wife pre- 
sent, and the boy died almost immediate! he 
father was в Protestant and the mother a Oatholio 
At ten o'olock the same morning Mrs. Kuigbt told 
witness and а Mrs. Olarke to take the two surviv- 
ing children to the Roman Catholic chapel in the 
Commercial-road. The coroner asked why they 
were teken out so soon after birth, to which 
the witness replied that “It was to make 
Christiang of them; without baptism they 
could not go to heaven." he mother 
said, " Make haste, for fear they should die;" she 
did not ssy, ‘for fear the father would come 
back before they were christened.” He did not 
meddle about religion at all. The witness added, 
“We wrapped the two girls up, and when we 
got to the chapel the clergyman came to her and 
unwrapped the obild ske carried, and said, ‘Oh, 
ive gone!” It was dying or dead. The other 
obiüd was ned. It was a cold day. The 
witness said before she left home that she 
thought the child would die, bot it was as 
strong 88 the other. Mary С1аг who de 
soribed herself as a Protestant, and a woman 
who went out in “oases of necessity,” said that 
there wes no resson whatever why the deceased 
girl should not have lived. The witness never 
would have taken her own child out on sucha 
cold, bleak, windy day. It died in the chepe! 
The mother ordered the children to be taken to 
te christened without loss of time. The husband 
said afterwards that if he had been at home he 
would not have allowed them to be taken out so 
soon after birth. Dr. J. 8. Belcher said that the 
three obildren were healthy, considering that they 
жеге а triple birth. The deceased girl died from 
exposure to the cold. It was the most indiscreet 
thing possible to have taken the children throzgb 
the streets immediately after birth on such а coid 
day. The boy died from want of artificial re- 
spiration being resorted to, — in faot, from 
want of skilled attendance at birth. The 
father of the children did not answer to 
hie name when called. The Coroner said 
that it was evident that the mother in her 
auziety tocause the children to be made Catholics 
before the father should return home had sort 
them on s most inclement day to have them bsp- 
tized in the Roman Oatholio chapel, and thus the 
life of one was sacrificed, death taking place ao- 
tually in the chapel. The jury returned а verdict, 
*' That the deceased female child wae found dying, 
and did die, in s Roman Oatholic chapel from the 
mortal effecte of exposure, through being taken 
out бо soon after and that the deceased boy 
died from exhaustion, from the absence of skilful 
srsistance at birth.”

frightened and terrified that i; became unmanage- 
able, and ran against another engine, also under 
the control of the defendant, and was wounded, 
and in consequence died.” 
The defendant pleaded “ Not guilty.” 
Mr. Francis (instrnoted by Mr. De Medina) ap- 
for the plaintiff; Mr. Day and Mr. Pattison 
instruc'ed by Messrs. Ashley and Tee) repretent- 
ing the defendant. 
pon the question as to whether ару geotleman 
was a shareholder in a fire-cflice, his lordwhip said, 
“I am afraid I am." 
Mr. Franois: I do not challenge your lordahip. 
The learned counsel then proceeded to state the 
facta of the case. The plaintiff was a horse- 
desler of Finsbury, and cn the 7th November last 
laintiff’s son was taking some horses to Kings- 
and, and when in the Kingsland-road there were 
two engines near the acene of a fire—one being 
on oce side of the road and the other opposite. 
They did rot appear to bein play; but just as 
the plainiifi's son passed, the firemen blew off the 
steam, the engines being steam fire-engines 
drawn by horses. Now the noise of this steam 
blowing ‹ was so great that one of the horses 
plunged across the road, striking itself and 
inflicting such & wound that it qu died. 
The learned counsel then referred to а plea put 
in by the defendant that the engine was not under 
his personal control at the time. Now, this was 
a plea that should not be put on the record, 
because it was well known that Captain Shaw 
was the head of tke Fire Brigade, and 
it would be useless to sue the man actually 
in charge of the engine at the time of the acci- 
dent. Íi would be shown to the jary that these 
ateam engines had no name upon them, and were 
really driven in а reckless and dangerous manner 
about the street, and in addition to the fact that 
Captain Shaw was the responsible head of the 
brigade, it would be seen that he had interested 
himself very particularly in the matter. In reply 
to a letter written by the pla‘atiff’s fnatruc'ions, 
Captain Shaw stated that the engineer in charge 
of the engine at the time of the accident was 
playiog at the timo, and plaintiff'a son was pass- 
ing through the crowd м erg rapa hi- 
out any proper reing. "Lhis wo proved to 
be ап UC The crowd had been cleared at the 
time of the accident, and there were proper reing. 
This being so, the plaintiff was clearly entitled to 
recover dameges. 
The plaintiff said he had been informed that an 
accident had happened to one of his horses, and 
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he wentto Whitecross-street Fire-station. Plaintiff 
saw three men, but not defendant. Plaintiff gub- 
Fer aw Cefendant at Watlipg-street, aud 
he said kuew nothiog about the matier; that 
was the first he had beard of it. He added, “111 
telegraph if you stop” It was then agreed that 
plaint ff should take a man from the Bishopsgate- 
street station to look at the horse, A man accom- 
panied plaintiff to see the horse, aud afterwards 
a communication was made to the defendant.
